These regulations in effect prohibited anyone but seal killers access 
to the ice floes where others such as the media and nongovernmental 
observers had exposed the slaughter to the inter nation al public. 
By the time the Canadian, Danish and Norwegian Governments' established 
quotas in 1971, the sealers were unable to fill them due to the ever- 
increasing collapse of harp and hood ed seal populations. 
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When the quotas were reduced even further in 1972, again the sealers 
•Jwere unable to reach it. And again in 1973. In the mid-1970's the 
'^.""iwestern harp seal population was estimated at less than a million and 
I in 1976 the quota was reduced to 127, 000. 



The sealing industry responded 
by finally meeting and despite the obvious danger to the very existence I 
of the population, exceed ing_the quota by 40,000.
